and talking with each other, ex- 


amining each other's means and meth 
oils of doing busliiGiU, exchanging sug- 
gestions on tho farm and stock manage- 
ment, and relative to devices for facili- 
tating work.

descriptions will teach; 


nothing but actual observation will 
answer. This sort of education, it 
seems to us, is too much neglected by 
farmers. Experience has taught us 
how profitable It is, how much It saves 
in the way of experiments, and how 
much it enriches in the way of actual 
suggestions of improved methods, arid 
by tho accumulation of facts that never 
reach tho public, because so few farm- 
el's ever write them. It is, therefore, 
urged hero that no possible investment 
of tiino can give greater compensation 
than that expended in exchanging vis- 
its with the best fanners of a township 
or county. 


BPKIKO PIQS. 


Ko stock on the farm is more inclined 


to roam than tho few weeks old pigs, 
•who find out the smallest crevice In a 
fence, and break out into tho floldi, 
front yards, gardens, in squads, bont on 
mischief, and giving infinite trouble, 
and ofttimes causing considerable dam- 
age. Many farmers deem It tho best 
course to let them roam, thinking there- 
by something ia gained in the way of 
food, and perhaps hardiness. K we 
were breeding pigs for nicos, and want- 
ed haid muscle and tongh nerves tins 
practice would bo commendable. But 
if sleek, plump, contented porkers are 
the object, then closer confinement is 
far better. Until a, pig is nearly or 
quite three months old, ho is better off 
if restiicted to n comfortable pen and 
yard. Wo say comforUble enclosure, 
because that condition is certainly 
quite essential to liia health and thrift. 
It should be dry, sheltered, and not too 
confined. 
"VVe venture to say that a 


litter of pigs thus confined will, when 
three months old, weigh ono quarter 
more than if let run meantime. Anil 
in both cases they shall havo assumed 
the same food. Detmles, they will have 
more quiet dispositions. At this peri- 
od, or, when weaned, we would lot them 
in a clover, lot, supplying other footl in 
abundance; and, if convenient, let 
them glean the stubbles and orchard af- 
ter harvest. Then should go into tho 
pen for final fattening, if that is to be 
their fate.—American Jtural Home.

TIOWIMO IWICJB J0» .WHEAT.

s uniner the extra amount of wheat per 
,tcro will pay for plowing, and leave a 
handsome profit besides. 1 have tested 
this practice several times, with the 
most satisfactory results.

had a Held of sixteen acres of like fertil- 
ity. I expected to plant half of the 
tteld in corn, but for some reason I did 
nut. In the half that had been plowed 
for corn after the ground had been 


_ broke, the weeds grow more rapidly. 


Consequently I broke it ngaiu tho 20th 
of June. On tho 21st of September fol- 
lowing 1 plowed tho entire Held, and 
sowed in wheat. The result was us fol- 
lows : The half winch had only received 
a single plowing yielded per acre thir- 
teen bnihcls and eighteen pounds; the 
Irilf Unit received three breakings ylold- 
o'd poi acre twenty-three bushels and 
foit.v pounds, which made a difference 
uf more than ten bushels per acre. At 
one dollar per bushel this would pay 
for tho extra plowing, and leave a no 


tnro. When lukewarm add ono pint ol 
tho same yoiist without niciil or flour, us 
that might sour after a while. Half n 
cup is enough for a bilking, lai-gu or 
small. The yeast must be mado In tin 
or porcelain. Let it stand twenty-four 
hours in a warm room, then bottle or 
can tightly and keep in a warm cellar. 
Half the ingredients will do for a Himill 
family.
